ALLEGRO Improved 


Deep salmon, dwarf, giant fringed. This is a gorgeous new 

color that is proving to be very popular. We are now able to 
grow ALLEGRO in a new improved strain that 
comes 100% true to the grandiflora type 
with uniformly fringed full round doubles. 
Some of our customers and the Pennsylvania 
State College have receiwed samples of 
this improved strain. We may not be able 
to grow enough of the new strain to fill 
all orders, but what we are able to grow 
will be added to not more than an equal 
amount of the old strain. This will 
result in a definite improvement for 
ALLEGRO, already an outstanding variety. 


CAPRICE 
Bright rose, dwarf deeply fringed. The most popular variety 
of doubles and the favorite color in any petunia. 
MINUET 
Beautiful orchid-lavender. Taller somewhat than other 
varieties, but fine for pots if pinched. Unpinched it makes 
lovely longlasting cut flowers. Very large fringed flowers. 
NOCTURNE 
Deep midnight purple, Dwarf fringed with a high percentage 
of large fringed doubles. A beautiful and useful petunia. 
SONATA 
Huge, pure white, deeply fringed, fully double blooms borne 
on semi-dwarf, free branching plants. No small semi-doubles. 
The best double white petunia ever offered.

SINGLE GRANDIFLORA PETUNTAS 


Here is something new and outstanding. Last year, we offered 
as a sort of feeler SNOWHITE, our first F, Hybrid Grandiflora 
Dwarf Fringed Petunia. The response was good so this year we are 
offering two additional hybrids, No. 1 a Deep Salmon on the order 
of Carmencita and No. 2, a Carmine Rose. Although the cost of 
production of hand pollinated seed of single petunias is almost 
as high as it is for the doubles, we are certain that they are 
well worth the difference. ‘te hesitate to describe them for fear 
we will sound too enthusiastic. However, we have taken color 
pictures of them and will furnish transparencies on request. 


HYBRID SNOWHITE 


Single, pure white with yellow throat. Usually 100% true to 
type and habit. Dwarf fringed, vigorous and free blooming. Sown 
in December, it imakes a gorgeous Easter pot plant. Flowers 5-53 
inches ecross.

Deep scarlet salmon, fringed dwarf, colors almost as bright 
as Carmencita. Flowers larger’ more abundant and plants more

will appear from this year's crop. Next 
year, Hybrid #1 will be 100% true to type.

DWARF Grandiflora Single PETUNIAS 
RUFFLED 4ND FRINGED 


Ci RMENCITA 


A dwarf, deep scarlet-salmon petunia that is a knockout. The 
color is in the salmon range, but is deeper than anything yet seen. 
It is entirely different from any color seen so far in petunias 
being almost a true scarlet orange. Dwarf plants are covered with 
deeply fringed, brilliantly colored flowers. Perfect for pots. 
About 80% grandiflora. cCarmencita is hand pollinated and is such 
a shy seeder, we are still able to offer it only in packets. 
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ROSITA 


Dwarf ruffled rose pink. Very free blooming. This is almost 
100% grandiflora. Flowers 33 inches across. This is an ideal pot 
plant petunia - vigorous and free branching, yet very dwarf and 
uUniiorm, 


COLORADO SUNSET 


Light rose pink dwarf fringed. This variety was introduced 
by &. W. Burghard of Colorado Springs about 1938, but disappeared 
from the market during the war. Our stock is selected from the 
original obtained directly from Mr. Burghard and is uniform and 
true. This is a good Vigorous Petunia yet dwarf and free blooming. 
Hand pollinated seed. 


FLORISTS! HYBRID SNAPDRAGONS 
SNOW HYBRID 


Fringed, pure white, a strong vigorous grower that produces 
heavily and then comes back for a second and third crop. Mid- 
season to late depending on climate. Breaks freely and has dark 

green follage that is extremely attractive. 
Not an extremely tall variety and can be 
grown where head room is limited, but stems 
are sufficiently long for wholesale market. 
Spikes are long to medium long and grace- 
ful. We predict a heavy demand for this. 


GOLD MINE 


Deep Golden Yellow slightly fringed. Early. This is a 
distinct improvement over the inbred varieties such as Ethel, also 
earlier, more vigorous and more productive, 
Spikes taller and larger. Florets larger. 
A very much worth while addition to Fy 
Hybrid Snapdragon Varieties. 
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DOUBLE SNAPDRAGONS 
SNOWDRIFT 


Snowdrift is 98% full double md is pure white with massive 
Spikes. Individual florets resemble a small gardenia and make 
beautiful corsages. Genetically, Snowdrift is early, but has a 
tendency to blast some buds on each spike in midwinter. Therefore, 
it should be grown only in the spring months. Inspite of its 
faults, Snowdrift is still an outstanding novelty snap and the 
demand exceeds our ability to grow it. Therefore, we recommend 
ordering early. Our originator's packets only. 


TETRAPLOID OR SPRING FROWERING SNAPDRAGONS 


This new class of snapdragons is proving to be of value to 
florists for spring and summer cutting, both indoors and out. They 
extend the snapdragon season as the Cuthbertson's Spring Flowering 
Sweet Pea does for that crop. After the winter crop is cut over 
and the stems are weak and the spikes are short, the tetra snaps 
come in with strong stems, long spikes and huge florets. 


PAN AMERICAN PINK 


A tetraploid Hybrid) Deep rose. pink. The, Tarst true color 
tetra snapdragon and the first tetraploid hybrid in any class. 
Good indoors for a spring crop or for summer bloom outside. Pan 
American Pink has hed extremely favorable comment from Penn State 
College and all who have tried it. This its definitely the out- 
standing Tetra Snap to date. Seed supply is short - packets only. 


TETRA YELLOW 


Huge spikes and large fringed florets, bright yellow. Comes 
into bloom in May from November sowing. Makes the diploids look 
tiny. Good cut flowers whenever grown, but recommended for spring. 


OUTDOOR SNAPDRAGONS FOR SUMMER CUTTING 


VELVET GIANT IMPROVED 


Deep velvet red, tall and large flowered. Produced by Dr. 
Mabel Ruttle Nebel at the New York Experiment Station at Geneva, 
New York. The individual florets are often 2% inches across and 
are borne on huge spikes. The plants sre tall and late and are 
not adapted for forcing, but make wonderful summer cut flowers. 
Our strain is reselected and is © great improvement over the 


original. 
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COMMERCIAL FORCING SNAPDRAGONS 


Good true-to-neame seed of the populer forcing varieties of 
snepdragons is often hard to get or of poor viability. Our climate 
is ideal for the production of strong healthy seed and we have 
plenty of room for complete isolation, therefore, we are growing 
seed of two popular varieties. 


ETHEL 


Yellow midseason, popular greenhouse snap. 


MARGARET 


Creamy white, strong spikes, popular. 


MARIGOLDS FOR FORCING 


COLORADO SUNSHINE 


This is a marigold we selected for our own use as a cut flower, 
however, those who have seen it insist we should offer seed of it. 
Colorado Sunshine is luminous golden yellow with ruffled and wavy 
petalse The odor is not noticable except when the stems are being 
Gut. lowers aré iarge = three ‘inches or more across and the stems 
are long and strong. At 60° night temperature, it will bloom in 
midwinter, however, we grow it cool making one sowing in September 
for December bloom and another in Janusry for Memorial Day. For 
the December cut, we grow it 4" x 6" in shallow benches disbudded 
to ainglewatems end for the Gpring trop ic" x 12”) and>-allowsttiaco 
come naturally. The Memorial Dey crop is especially profitable. 

As: summer cut flowers outside, it is unexcelled.
